BYRD FILES CLAIM AGAINST 
VAN LEAR BLACK ESTATE 


It Is Based on Publisher’s Promise 
to Help Pay Deficit of Antarctic 
Expedition. 

BALTIMORE, Md., March 16.— 
A claim for $25,000 has been filed 
here on behalf of Rear Admiral 
Richard E. Byrd, it was disclosed 
tofay, against the estate of Van 
Lear Black, publisher and aviation 
enhusiast. 

The claim, filed in Orphans’ 
Court, was based on a letter to 
Byrd which was said to state that 
the publisher would donate $25,- 
000 should there be a deficit fol- 
lowing the Byrd airplane expedi- 
tion to the Antarctic. 

Mr. Black helped finance Byrd’s 
flight to ths North Pole in 1926, 
but did not contribute toward the 
Antarctic expedition in advarte. 
After his death last August, in a 
fall from his yacht while at sea, 
attorneys for the executor of the 
Black estate learned of the letter 
to Byrd and asked him to submit it 
to scrutiny. They were convincéd, 
it was ‘said today, that the letter 
consituted a legitimate claim 
against the Black estate.

Smoke Hazard Rerfoved by Open- 
ing of Cutoff’ Partly Built by 
John D. Jr. 

TARRYTOWN, N. Y., March 16. 
—When the 1 a. m. New York Cen- 
tral passenger train for Pocantico 
Hills crossed the Buckhouts switch 
near Briar Cliff yesterday, Pocan-« 
tico Hills, Tarrytown Heights and 
Tower Hills ceased to be railroad 
towns. Also the smoke hazard on 
the Rockefeller Pocantico Hills 
golf course "was ended. 

For years locomotives forced to 
make a steep grade near the estate 
have beleched forth dense clouds of 
smoke whica frequently covered the 
golf course. John D. Rockefeller 
Jr. participated in a move to build 
a cutoff and helped pay for it. 
Hereafter all traffic through . the 
area will be routed by the cutoff, 
several miles «way. It leaves the 
three towns without railroad con- 
nections. Citizens fought the cut- 
off for 10 years.

Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller 
told the Post-Dispatch today that 
when Benjamin Brinkman consult- 
ed him in December for an opinion 
on the criminal law in recovering 
$822,700 worth of stolen bénds for 
the Grand National Bank for a re- 
ward, he advised Brinkman to take 
up the matter with the police im- 


tiations. 

Brinkman told him at that time, 
he said, that Attorney Joseph L.’ 
Lemon had been selected to deal 
with the underworld, and that 
Brinkman’s visit had been suggest- 
ed by Edward W. Foristel, lawyer 
and Republican politician, who says 
he received the first information 


that the bonds could be recovered 
for a price. 

Brinkman did not See police 
about it, and the Circuit Attorney 
did not pass his information along 
to police or check to determine 
whether Brinkman did. 

“I was handling this thing in my 
own way,’’ Miller explained. “ 
thought that was the right way to 
handle it at the time I did so. I 
expressly told Brinkman I would 
not consider the information as 
confidential.” 

Circuit Attorney Miller an- 
nounced today that no _  indict- 
ments would be forthcoming next 
Wednesday when the current grand 
jury ‘resumes its investigation. 

He also indicated that, should the 
present grand jury fali to return 
any indictments in the case  be- 
fore its adjournment April 5, the 
investigation would be continued 
by the next grand jury, which will 
be impaneled after the dissolution 
of the preesnt on. The present 
jury has devoted three afternoon 
sessions to the case. 

“IT think there will be some in- 
teresting developments before long, 
but they cannot come out while 
this grand jury is in session,” the 
Circuit Attorney said. ‘There is 
nothing to prevent us from taking 
the matter up and continuing the 
investigation with the next grand 
jury.” 

Stands on. Secrecy Rule. 


The Circuit Attorney refused to 
affirm or deny reports that Foris- 
tel or Lemon visited him at his of- 
fice and discussed the proposed 
bond recovery, asserting that an 
answer to this question would be a 
violation of the g:and jury’s rule. 

wHowever, Lemon is known to 
have discussed the matter with his 
associates, asking, “‘Do you think 
I would go on Brinkman’'s word 
alone in“a matter as serious as 
this?”’ The inference conveyed was 
tnat Lemon, too, had consulted the 
Circuit Attorney. 

Miller said Brinkman told him 
in December that a man named 
Lemon would handle the negotia- 
tions, but did not mention Foristel’s 
rame until Miller asked him if For- 
istel had sent him, knowing that 
Brinkman and Foristel were asso- 
ciated in the Vandeventer Securi- 
ties Co., which owns the minority 
interest in the Grand National 
Bank. 

Inasmuch as there are two law- 
vers named Lemon, Miller said + he 
asked Brinkman which one he re- 
ferred to, and that Brinkman said 
he would find out. Brinkman tele- 
phoned the next day, according to 
Miller’s recollection, and said che 
man was Joseph L, Lemon, mcim- 
ber of the State Legislature ind 
former. Assistant Circuit Attorney 
under Howard Sidener. Lemon 
got the bonds from the underworld, 
paying $125,000 reward and obtain-

What Miller Told Brinkman. 


“YT told Brinkman he ought to 
take the matter up with the police 
before he did anything towards get- 
ting the bonds back from the 
thieves,”” Miller said. “I told him 
it was all right to try to negotiate, 
but that the proper thing for him 
to do would be to go to the police 


ate, with the idea of trying to trap 
the thieves. I even suggested that 
he take the matter up with the 
Federal autiorities. 

“IT was advising Brinkman, who 
is a reputable citizen and was en- 
titled to the advice. I also warned 
him of the danger of compounding 
a felony in getting into a matter of 
this kind.” 

Millér said that in spite of his 
counsel to Brinkman to tell the po-

MAIL PILOT LEAPS TO SAFETY, 
ICE-LADEN PLANE CRASHES

LAUREL, Md., March 16.— 
Verne E. Treat, air mail pilot, 
leaped with his parachute today 


when his plane became so heavily 
iced-coated it was being forced to 
the ground. He landed uninjured 
in an orchard, 

His plane crashed in a nearby 
woods and was wrecked. 

Treat was bound from New York 
to Washington. He said he found the 
weather bad after leaving New 
York. Residents who (saw the 
plane said it was covered with ice 
four or five inches thick. 

Treat made his way to a farm 
house and later left Laurel by train 
for Washington, taking the mail 
with him. Treat was. forced to 
abandon his plane in mid-air on an- 
other occasion last year, when his 
gasoline gave out over the Antietam 
battlefield. He landed unharmed 
in a tree on that occasion.

ST. JOHNS, N. F., March 16. 
The sealer Viking, on a moving pic- 
ture expedition, was reported 
wrecked today in the Newfound- 
land ice floes, by members of the 
crew who arrived at Horse Isiand, 
wireless reports reaching here said. 
The survivors were reported to 
have said members of the company 
of 150 aboard were lying on the ice 
floes, with the sealer broken up. 

The message said: 

“Regret to report an explosion 
occurred on the Viking at 9 o'clock 
last night, eight miles east of Horse 
Island, White Bay. Men walking 
ashore report about 20 dead. All 
crew not landed yet. Steamer 
with doctors, nurses, etc., dis- 
patched to give assistance. LTttle 
information at present available. 
Will keep you advised.” 

The message came from the St. 
Jonhs, N. F., offica of Bowring 
Brothers, owners of the vessel, 

Lying on Ice Fioea, 

Sir Richard Squires, Prime Min- 
ister of Newfoundland, read to the 
House Assembly this message from 
Horse Island; 

“Portion crew Viking arrived, 
reporting men lying on ice floes, 
broken up.” The assembly then 
adjourned. - 
The Viking carried Varick Fris- 
sell, New York, 26-year-old pro- 
ducer of Arctic films. 

Previous reports carried the in- 
formation that there had been an 
explosion on a ship Saturday night 
off Horse Island and that the craft 
had burned to the water’s edge, It 
was further reported that the rem- 
nant of the vessel could be seen 
and that survivors on the icé floes 
were apparently being swept out to 
sea by an offshore wind. 

The contents of a message re- 
ceived today from Horse Island in 
White Bay was not disclosed by H. 
B. Clyde Lake, Minister of Fish- 
eries. - It was learned some sur- 


“Svivors had reached the island and 


had reported that many of the 
crew had been seriously maimed. 
A message to the fisheries de- 
partment said that, while some 
men had been able to reach the 
shore, others had Hittle chance of 
survival. 

The first message received by 
Government had been made pub- 
lic but the contents of a second, 
said Lake, could not be fully dis- 
closed. 

Sailed From St. John’s March 9. 
The Viking sailed from  8St. 
John’s March 9, carrying 160 per- 
sons.

“The Rev. Mr. Whitmeyer was 
caught carrying letters to and 
from prisoners,” said the Warden, 
“T have these letters. 

“A convict brought to my office 
by Deputy Warden Erickson said 
Chaplain Whitmeyer was telling 
the prisoners ‘what this place needs 
is a damn good riot.’ This testi- 
mony was given me about Jan. 29.

The trial held unusual interest. 
Not only was the assassination of 
Lingle, Tribune crime reporter, one 
of the most spectacular of gang 
killings, but it also was the first big 
gang shooting actually to result in 
a murder trial.

All Degrees of Millionatres. 

The number of all degrees of 
millionaires, beginning with the 
persons with incomes of $100,000 
and ranging up to the top, was 15,- 
977 in 1928—a figure representing 
an unbroken increase from the 
2352 in 1921. There was apparent- 
ly a decline from the 1928 peak in 
1929, the preliminary total for the 
latter year being 14,701. This com- 
pares with a 1928 preliminary tota] 
of 15,780. 

The net income of the million- 
aires in 1928 was $4,451,207,085, or 
17.65 per cent of the total. The net 
income. of those thus far reported 
for 1929 was $4,314,292,364, or 
17.69 per cent of the total. The 
figures indicate that the final re- 
turns will show a somewhat small- 
er number of millionaires in 1929 
receiving approximately the same 
proportion of the total income as 
the millionaires of the previous 
year. 
| It was again true, as in 1928, 
that about: 1 per cent of those 
making income tax returns had 
about 25. per cent of the aggregate 
net income. The preliminary 1929 
figures show 38,650 persons having.

Where the Market Crash Hurt. 

An interesting field of specula- 
tion is opened up by the manner 
in which the national taxable in- 
come, by classes, fluctuated from 
1928 to 1929. The stock market 
crash appears to have hit the mid- 
dle brackets, ‘beginning with in- 
comes of $25,000 and going up to 
incomes of $500,000. 

Net income at each end of the 
line, in the lowest brackets and 
the highest, increased. The strik- 
ing growth in the amount of 
wealth in the topmost bracket has 
been noted. It is also significant 
that the aggregate net income in 
the bracket $500,000 to $1,000,000 
increased over the comparable pre- 
liminary figures for 1928, though 
the number paying taxes in the 
bracket decreased.

ter lasts eight months a year here. 
But young women and old women 
responded heroically to the de- 
mands of Fashion, and are now 
stuck with frost-bitten limbs for an 
indefinite period. 

They overcome the difficulty as 
far as possible by wearing . felt 
snow boots, but that leaves an ex- 
posed zone, which necessitates 
wearing winter, undies underneath 
the wood fiber silk stockings. 


No cosmetics or “makeup,” 
either. The farther east one goes 
the less lipstick and rouge and eye- 
brow pencil is discernible. In Ger- 
many only the girls who are con- 
sidered flapperish. use. makeup, 
while in Poland many of the s80- 
called speedy girls discard paint 
and powder. 


In Russia they all pass it up, ex- 
cept a few actresses and some of 
the youthful members of the foreign 
imperial ballet and the foreign 
girls. The principal reason is be- 
cause of the difficulty in obtain- 
ing cosmetics. They are about the 
last thing the Soviet Government 
will permit to be imported. All 
its foreign credits are used for buy- 
ing machinery, and such unimagi- 
rative raw materials as _ cotton, 
rubber and tea. 


Even the five-year plan doesn’t 
provide any remedy for the lipstick 
shortage, any “ersatz’”’ for import- 
ed face powder, or a suitable sub- 
stitute for perfume.

NEGRO ATTACKERS 
ASFARAS CHICAGO 


Men of Their Description’ 
Went by*Auto to Effing- 
ham, IH., Where They 
Boarded a Train. 


The two armed Negroes who at- 
tacked two women and a 16*year- 
old girl Friday night after forcing, 


homes, were traced to Chicago yes- 
terday by deputy sheriffs. . 

Witnesses in Greenville, Ill., whe 
read descriptions of the attackers 
in the Post-Dispatch, telephoned to 
Mike Doyle, Chief Deputy Sheriff 
in East St. Louis under Sheriff 
Jerome Munie of St. Clair County, 
and gave information that enabled 


jhis men to trace the Negroes to 


Effingham, and thence to Chicago. 
A train conductor told the depu- 
ties he saw the Negroes alight from 
the train at Forty-third street in 
Chicago. ** 
The Negroes are thought to. be 
the same who attacked two womien 
near Hickman, Ky., early last 
Thursday, escaping in a stolen car 
after robbing a nearby farmer and 
tying and gagging the farmer, his 
wife and their two sons. Word 
that one of the Negroes had lived 
in St. Louis, on Clark avenue, was 
sent to East St. Louis police from 
Sheriff W. G. Hill of Fulton 
County, Kentucky. s 
Negroes Seen Beside Burning Car. 
Following the _ telephone. calls 
from Greenville, Deputy Sheriffs in- 
terviewed Walter Durr of Mulberry 
Grove, who told them he saw the 
Negroes standing beside a burning 
Pontiac coach at Martin’s Corner, 
three miles east of Greenville, 
shortly after midnight Saturday. 
They told him, Durr said, that 
“something went wrong with the 
brake and we ran off the road and 
turned over.” They said the car 
belonged to their mother and that 
they were driving it to Champaign, 
Ili., to attend a funeral at 11 a. m. 
Sunday. 

Durr said the Negroes asked him 
to drive them to Greenville and he 
at first refused, but finally com- 
plied with their request. One of 
them, he said, cNmbed into the 
front seat beside him and the oth- 
er started to get into the rear. Durr, 
however, told both to get in front 
with him and they did. 

Drove to Effingham. 

He said they offered to let him 
name his own price to drive them 
to Effingham so they could catch 
a train for Champaign, but he de- 
clined to do so, and another man, 
Melbourne Bone, carried them. 
Bone and Durr both gave descrip- 
tions of the Negroes tallying with 
those of the fugitives. 

August Stuartzum, ticket agent 
for the Illinois Central Railroad, at 
Effingham, also described the Ne- 
groes, saying they appeared nerv- 
Ous when the 2:20 train they 
planned to take did not arrive un- 
til 3:30. The large Negro appeared 
to be frightened and his smaller, 
black companion did all of the 
talking, the deputies were told. 

At Effingham the deputies ob- 
tained the name of the conductor 
of the train which they boarded, 
and learned he was returning 
shortly to Effingham. They flagged 
the return train and the conductor 
who also remembered that the 
Negroes appeared to be nervous, 
said they alighted at Forty-third 
street, Chicag®. : 

Three men, four women, two 
young girls, a small boy and a baby 
were bound and gagged in the East 
St. Louis home where one of the 
attacks occurred. The m and 
one of the women were lotked in 
a bathroom and while one of the 
women and the eldest of the girls. 
were assaulted, thé others were 
forced to look on. 

The Negroes took jewelry and 
cash and went to another East 8&t. 
Louis home, where they tied and 
gagged five persons, ransacked the 
house, taking articles of value, and 
departed. 

Descriptions of Men Sought, 

At a third house, they gagged 
and bound a butcher and his wife 
and tied the bitcher in a chair 
where he was forced to watch one 
of the Negroes attack his wife. 
He was tied in such a manner that 
his struggles cut off his breath, and 
when the Negroes departed, the 
butcher was almost unconscious

Bulletin by Prof, Bruno of Washington Uni- 
versity Based on Provident Association 


and Insurance Co. Reports. 


, 


Frank J. Bruno, professor of 
sociology at Washington University, 
in a bulletin written for the Com- 


mittee on Costs of Medical Care, of 


which Secretary of the Interior 
Wilbur is chairman, notes that ill- 
ness appears to be decidedly more 
frequent in the lower economic 
groups, but hesitates to conclude 
that a causal relation exists. be- 
tween illness and dependency. 

“The present generation of social 
workers,” he writes, “is not quite 
certain. They are more likely to 
regard both as phenomena of cer- 
tain complex environméntal fac- 
tors and personal experiences.” In 
this connection mention is made of 
low incomes, industrial bitterness, 
changing living conditions, experi- 
ences of defeat and frustration 
which develop apathy, inadequate 
preparation for work, and loneli- 
ness and loss of motivation which 
are products of urban life. 

A survey made by St. Louis 
Provident Association is one prem- 
ise on which Prof. Bruno bases 
his conclusion “that not less than 
three-quarters of the families 
known to social agencies present 
one problem of health or more, and 
that when careful attention is di- 
rected to the health needs of all 
members of the family there are 
probably found not less than two 
persons in each family suffering 
from some physical disability seri- 
: “require medical 
service.,”’ 

The Provident Association in 
March, 1930, found that medical 
attention wa needed in 1196 of 
the 1442 families under its care. 
or 83.1 per cent. There wer® in/| 
these families 5999 individuals, of 
whom 2841, or 2.37 per family, 
were physically disabled. 

While few social workers will 
admit that the cost of medical at- 
tention fs a considerable factor in 


creating conditions found among 


dependent families, Prof. Bruno 
writes, some families, not knowing 
free clinics are open to them. 
“ignore their physical disabilities 


until the disease breaks them down 
and they become totally dependent, 
as they cannot afford : to pay regu- 
lar fees.’’ 


In seeking to learn the extent 
of illness among the poor, Prof. 
Bruno cites mortality statistics 
compiled by 12 insurance com- 
panies covering 22,600 deaths, al- 
though he points out that probably 
a fixed ratio does not obtain be- 
tween morbidity and mortality be- 
cause more adequate medical at- 
tention is available in the higher 
income groups. 

In these statistics the death 
rate for unskilled workers is 5.5 
per cent higher than that of the 
semi-skilled, 30 per cent higher 
than that of the skilled, and 46 
per cent higher than that of the 
professional and semi-professional 
class. 


He quotes an analysis of infant 
mortality tables made by the Unit- 
ed States Children’s Bureau in 
which it is apparent that the death 
rate increases definitely as the in- 
come of the parent declines. 
Where the yearly income was $1250 
or more, the death rate was 59.1 
per 1000, whereas the death rate 
was 166.9 per 1000 when the in- 
come was $450 a year or less. 

Considering these factors along 
with others, the writer comes to 
“a cautious conclusion” that the 
illness rate among the lowest in- 
come group is about twice that of 
the adequate income group. 

In connection with the extent of | 
dependency, when dependency is 
defined as reliance upon a social | 


agency for support, Prof. Bruno re-/! landing.

Mrs. Kamalaha of Malabar, amid 
the cheers of her,supporters, sent 
her opponent, iss Sitabai of 
Tanjore, to the floor with a terrific 
uppercut in the sixth round. Both 
women by that time were bleeding 
and battered. Until the knockout, 
the unmarried woman had the bet- 
ter of the encounter. 

An immense crowd attended the 
fight, shouting encouragement to 
the fighters. 

This was the first public exhibi- 
tion of pugilism among women in 
India, where women still are less 
emancipated than in many other 
countries, 

Mahatma Gandhi, characterized 
the affair as “degrading, disreputa- 
ble and totally unbecoming the fin- 
er instincts of womanhood.”

ployment. When it rains or freezes, when 
it is too hot or too cold to work, when 
slack seasons and slack years, or inefficien- 
cy and miscalculations of management tem- 
porarily interrupt the flow of work, the 
wage earner is required not only to wait 
until the management can use him, but 
also to do it at his own expense. Such 
waiting is not considered a cost of the in- 
dustry in which he invests his labor, and 
he is not paid for it. 

There was a time when investors of cap!- 
tal had their income cut off in slack times 
in much the same way. But corporation 
management has changed all that. Con- 
sider, for example, the income of investors 
in this period of depression. The combined 
interest and dividend payments as pub- 
lished, for example, by the Standard Statis- 
tics Corporation were $8,000,000,000 in the 
depression year of 1930 and only $7,500,- 
000,000 in the prosperous year 1929. 

Of course, the industries which made 
these payments to investors did not earn 
this income in 1930. Im fact, the average 
earnings declined about 30 per cent. That 
is to say, most industries had large portions 
of their investment idle, unemployed, but 
interest and dividend payments continued, 
as if the industries had earned them; and 
no One has been heard condemning such 
payments on the ground that they are doles 
paid to investors whose capital is not work. 
ing—doles which destroy thrift, initiative 
and seif-reliance. 

That dividend and interest payments are 
stabilized by building up reserves for the 
purpose is common knowledge. But the 
fact that these reserves mean that the in- 
vestor does not do his own saving for pe- 
riods of depression is not commonly real- 
ized. The managément of industry does the 
saving for the individual investors. 


2 

In contrast, consider what the same busi- 
ness managements do to their wage earners. 
During 1930 while business was so seriously 
depressed, yet maintaining and increasing 
dividend and interest payments, the. wages 
of working people declined by almost $10,. 
000,900,000. 

When capital gets too old to work, con- 
stitutional law and good accounting alike 
require that the unemployment caused by 
deterioration from old age shall be paid for 
by the industry in the form of a reserve 
for depreciation. Industry pays for this 
depreciation, be it remembered, over and 
above the rate of return on the capital in- 
vested. If, however, labor were paid for 
its loss of efficency due to the deteriora- 
tion that comes with age, anyone can see 
that such payments would weaken their 
characters and undermine self-reliance. 

Apparently the characters of investors 
have weakened to such an extent and their 
stamina has been so undermined that they 
haye actually demanded and secured in- 
surance against unemployment caused by 
technological improvements. They have 
done this by harrowing descriptions of their 
suffering from obsolescence depreciation. It 
is fortunate indeed that our working peo- 


, 


lescence depreciation and use it as a slogan 
to get funds which are nothing else than 
unemployment doles. 

When capital is unemployed it does not 
provide other employment for displaced 
workers. And because unemployed capital 
is increasingly guaranteed an income when 
it is not earning anything, there is mount- 
ing necessity to reduce the wages bill by 
laying off more workers. Wage losses, 
however, mean a cut in direct consuming 
power which prevents capital and savings 
from being put to use. 

It would seem, therefore, that the fail- 
ure to reabsorb the labor displaced by 
technical and other changes in years of 
prosperity is caused mainly by the fluctua- 
tions in the portions of the national income 
that is paid out in wages, while the share 
of managers and investors is kept stable.

If a fair portion of the country’s annual 
income were spent for the maintenance and 
improvement ‘of the human labor of the 
country, many of the maladjustments we 
have been considering would be largely 
eliminated. For example, if as large a pro- 
portion of savings and capital were devoted 
to the organization and operation of iabor 
exchanges and to the collection and dis- 
semination of accurate labor market infor- 
mation as is devoted to stock and commod- 
ity exchanges and to the distribution of 
stock and bond quotations and market re- 
ports, the unemployment that is now 
ascribed to failure of men and jobs to 
meet would largely disappear. 

It is possible deliberately to control the 
distribution of incomes so as to make them 
regular in spite of necessary fluctuations in 
business. What has been done for the in- 
vestment and managing classes can be done 
for the wage earning classes. If wage puy- 
ments were stabilized as other incomes have 
been made steady, consuming power would 
flow more evenly and regularly to the vast 
majority of consumers, thus reducing and 
eliminating many of the business fluctua- 
tions both from year to year and within 
the years. 

For the essential weakness of the eco- 
nomic organization underlying our failure 
to reabsorb displaced labor lies in the dis- 
‘tribution scheme that limits the handing: 
of purchasing power to wage earners to 
the intermittent periods when they are ac- 
tively at work. Why should wage workers 
be paid by the piece, by the hour, by the 
day, or by the month? We do not make 
the payments to the investing and managing 
classes on this basis, and apparently the 
only reason wage earners’ incomes fluctuate 
is because they represent the weakest 
group in economic bargaining and cannot 
insist on steady payments. Other incomes 
to a very large extent are paid out, rain 
or shine, busy or slack, good business or bad 
business. Why not wage earners’ incomes? 
Obviously if industry used its savings and 
surpluses from good years to pay wages in 
bad years instead of paying only interest 
and dividends to unemployed capital, the 
consuming power of the country would be 
enormously increased and much of what 
appears as overproduction would disappear.

“The great war was between Ger- 
many and America and was thus 
fought in Belgium, one of the chief 
causes being the murder of the 
Austrian Duke of Sarajevo by a 
murderer in Servia. 

“The war lasted three years or 
the duration, the Americans being

ginning the Russians rendered 
great assistance to the American 
cause by lending their memorable 
steam-roller and by passing silent- 
ly through England one Sunday 
morning before breakfast with 
snow on their boots. The Americans 
were also assisted by the Austra- 
lians (Aztecs) and some Canadians, 
and 51 Highlanders.

|B. ASWELL, MEMBER 
OF CONGRESS, DIE 


Louisianan Succumbs in Wash- 
ington to Heart Attack—dAc- 
tive in Farm Legislation. 


— *

WASHINGTON, March  16.— 

Congressman James B. Aswell of 

Louisiana died at his home here 


early today of a heart attack. He 
was 61 years old. 

For years he had taken an active 
part in farm legislation and was 
one of the framers of the farm 
marketing act. More recently, he 
had sponsored and actively waged 
the fight for drouth loans to farm- 
ers for food purchases. He had 
served in nine Congresses. 

Dr. Aswell’s death came unex- 
pectedly at 2:15 a. m., a few hours 
before he planned to leave for his 
home in Natchitoches, La, He had 
served continuously since he en- 
tered Congress in 1913. He ‘was 
elected to the Seventy-second Con- 
gress, still to be organiz Before 
entering politics, he was of the 
outstanding educators of his State. 
He was president of the Louisiana 
Polytechnic Institute for four years 
and served successively as Louisi- 
ana Superintendent of Education, 
Chancellor of Mississippi University 


Normal College.’ He played a large 
part in the reorganization of the 
Louisiana public school system. 

Born in Jackson Parish, La., in 
1869, he was educated at George 
Peabody College of Teachers at 
Nashville, Tenn., and held degrees 
from the universities of Nashville 
and Arkansas, besides having done 
graduate work from the University 
of Chicago. 

At the drouth conference called 
by President Hoover last fall, Dr. 
Aswell advanced a plan to lend 
$60,000,000 to the drouth-stricken 
farmers and when the administra- 
tion, through Secretary Hyde, 
sponsored a $25,000,000 loan, he 
bitterly assailed Hoover and Hyde. 
Ultimately the loan aggregated 
$65,000,000. 

Aswell was in good health until 
his death. Besides Mrs. Aswell, he 
is survived by his son, James B. 
Aswell Jr., a New York writer, and 
a daughter, Mrs. James Edward 
Cantrill of Georgetown, Ky.

It is the countrv 
home of Mrs. Whitelaw Reid, 
widow of the former Ambassador 
to Great Britain, who through the 
State Department offered it for the 
use Of King Praja Dhipok during 
His visit. Oddly enough, it is a 
Norman style massive stone man- 
sion, far removed from Oriental 
type. 
The anomoly is not. s0 great, 
however, as it may seem. King 
Praja Dhipok was educated in 
France and England, is surround- 
ed by occidental advisers, conven- 
iences and views, and is fond of 
reading Wordsworth. He even has 
a member of his nobility in 
France. When he succeeded to the 
throne on the death of his brother, 
Rama VI, in 1925, his landlady of 
his student days at the Sorbonne 
in Paris sent him a message of 
congratulation. Praja Dhipok re- 
Plicd by sending her a monetary 
gift and conferred on her a title 
of Siamese nobility, entitling her to 
a place near the throne when visit- 
ing Siam. 

King Praja Dhipok’s life in Siam 
is a remarkable blend of the East 
and the West. On state:occasions 
he wears the very elaborate and 
complicated traditional costume of 
the ruler, and occupies a throne of 
intricate workmanship and much 
gold. .On ordinary occasions he is 
a slight, meditative-eyed person in 
a thoroughly Western business suit, 
fond of the Western game of golf.

King Praja Dhipok is the sev- 
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enth ruler of the dynasty, which 
came into power 149 years.ago. At 
that time Siam was threatened by 
a Burmese invasion, and without 
capable leadership, the country of- 
fered the throne to Somdet Chao 
Phaya Maha Krasat Seuk, of the 
house of Chakkri. As Rama I the 
new King drove out the Burmese, 
and set bimself to governing the 
country in a capable manner. Gov- 
ernmenta] ability has been a tam- 
ily trait.

[i THE preceding chapters of 


his first lieutenant and hew 
Capone rose to power by “elimi- 
nating” rival criminals who 
sought to cut in on the Torrio 
markets. Aided by Dion O’Ban- 
ion, Capone and his crew took 
command of the town of Cicero, 
near Chicago, and ran it on @ 
wide-open basis. O'’Banion .was 
allotted the peer concession and 
made huge profits which he did 
not offer to split with Térrio 
and Capone. Friction developed. 
O’Banion, a ruthless killer, broke 
off relations with the combine 
and shortly thereafter was as- 
sassinated in his Chicago flower 
shop. Torrio was shot dnd 
wounded by O’Banion’s follow- 
ers and faded from the picture, 
leaving Capone—who fas since 
been labeled “Public Enemy No. 
i” by the-Crime Commission— 
supreme in control of the under- 
world. The O’Banions were not 
through, however. Gathering 
their forces they began a deter- 
mined offensive to oust Capone

The Tribune, whose policy is 
anti-Volstead, bears down upon the 
Federal authorities, to the exclu- 
sion of county and municipal au- 
thorities.

It consisted 
of automatics and a sawed-off 
shotgan, which the young coppers 
seized and took to their command- 
ing officer.

A surprising incident occurred 
in May of 1927, when Commander 
Francesco de Pinedo, Mussolini's 
round-the-world flyer and g0od- 
will emissary, arrived off the city’s 
front yard—Grant Park, at 
Monroe street—in his hydroplane, 
the Santa Maria II. 


Pinedo’s coming had been await- 
ed for weeks. Chicago was his last 
scheduled stop in tke United 
States. As he landed, sirens were 
blowing, whistles screéching,: flags 
waving, and the populace huzza- 
ing. The .dignitaries comprising 
the welcoming committee were Dr. 
Ugo M. Galli, president of the local 
Fascisti; Leopold Zunini, Italian 
Consul General; Judge Bernard P. 
Barasa to represent Mayor Thomp- 
son and the municipality, and, 
aboard the yacht of a millionaire 
radio manufacturer, Capone. 

There was no untoward happen- 
ing except that Capone was repri- 
manded by a news cameraman for 
getting in his way when Pinedo 
stepped ashore. : 

‘Hey, you, one side!” he bawled, 
and Capone meekly obeyed. 

Ever since, in recalling the in- 
cident, the photographer groans: 

“What a dumbbell I was—pass- 
ing up a picture of Al welcoming 
a visitor to Chicago't” 


T IME had, indeed, wrought vast 


changes in our fellow towns- 

man. Few now would recog- 
nize in the political Big Shot the 
roughneck bouncer of the Four 
Deuces, or in the tailored and 
chauffeured man about town the 
vulgar hoodlum who had flashed a 
deputy sheriff's star and waved’a 
revolver at a common taxi-driver.

him to pose. One picture, which a 
newsreel sent around the country, 
was of “Gangland’s King,” as an 
inspired title-writer captioned Ca- 
pone, standing with Jaek Sharkey 
and Bill Cunningham, former all- 
American football player. 

Capone's first stay in Florida was 
productive of a story frequently 
teacupped in Chicago’s Gold Coast 
set because it concerns a family 
that is a member of it.. Having 
decided to spend a winter on the 
Nile, the family advertised its Mil- 
ami home for lease. A realty brok- 
er appeared with a prospect—sea- 
son’s rent In advance and no ques- 
tions asked—and the deal was 
closed. Capone was, of cqurse, the 
prospect. The best version of the 
story is that of Dick Little, who got 
it first hand from a friend of the 
lessors: 

They went-off to Egypt in fear 
and trepidation of what they 
would find left of their beautiful 
place when they returned. Fur- 
niture and china and objects 
d’art smashed, no doubt, with 
bullet holes through the taffeta 
curtains and the walls riddled. 
Why had they ever done such a 
silly thing! Their Egyptian win- 
ter was completely spoiled. ... 

At last they turned their faces 
homeward, and once through the 
customs made a beeline for Mi- 
ami. But their beautiful place 
stood placidly in the Florida sun- 
shine, just as they had left it; 
inside, the furniture, the cur- 
tains, the walls were unchanged. 

Only in the silver chests there 
were eight or 10 dozen new sets 
of sterling silver, and in the 
china closets stack after stack 
of new and beautiful china. They 
collapsed in chairs and stared at 
each other. 

On the first of the month, 
however, there was some annoy- 
ance; the telephone bill arrived 
with a $500 long distance call to 
be paid. The lady of the house 
was furious. Her husband was 
more philosophical—had they 
not had their house returned to 
them in perfect condition after 
several months’ occupancy by the 
Capones? ... That afternoon a 
quiet little woman in the sim- 
plest of clothes drove up to the 
door in a high-powered motor 
car, and, announcing herself as 
Mrs. Alphonse Capone, requested 
te see the owner. 

“I came,” said the quiet little 
woman, “to pay our telephone 
bill. We did not know how much 
it would be when we left, but if 
you have it now I'll pay it.” 

The owner produced the Dill 
and Mrs. Capone took a _ thou- 
sand-dollar bill from her pocket- 
book. 

Keep the change,” she said, 
“I'm sure we must have broken 
something while we were here 
and I hope that will cover it.” 

Capone’s next maneuver in 
Florida was to buy the Palm Island 
estate, three miles from downtown 
Miami. The transaction was con- 
ducted with much strategy, Ca- 
pone’s identity bein: corcealed 
until the deal wa closed.

HB. other millionaires on the 

island, if they had not known 

him by reputation, would have 
set him down ag a quiet. man of 
rather odd tastes. Wherever one 
roamed about the house or walled 
grounds there were hulky, hard- 
faced men—the Capone guards. He 
entertained extensively, his week- 
end parties often numbering 75 or 
a hundred guests. He was a graci- 
ous, affable host, anxious only to 
please those who might accept his 
hospitality. 
As soon as the colony learned the 


jacker and beér runner, bought an 
ocean-front place near Capone, and 
he and his pal and business part- 
ner, Frankie Lake, maintained 
open House during the tourist sea- 
son, Hughey Stubby McGovern’s 
mob moved in and there was a 
general influx of gamblers and 
pickpockets to patronize the Hia- 
leah race track and the Miami dog 
tracks. It pleased the Chicago po- 
lice depamment. 

Capone’s Palm Island estate, his 
$20,000 car and other minutiae of 
affluence, engaged the attention of 
the Intelligence unit of the inter- 
nal revenue service. An investi- 
gation was started that is still un- 
der way. ‘There is a suspicion that 
he is holding out in income taxes. 
It is a Volsteadian paradox that 
the Government in one role should 
stalk as criminals the class prohi- 
bition has enriched and in another 
should seek to share in its gains. 
There is an element of comedy in 
it. 

“We believe Capone has had the 
advice of able lawyers in covering 
up his assets,’”’ an official close to 
the office of the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue for the Chicago dis- 
trict confided to the writer. He 
was discouraged. “We know, for 
instance, that he owns a lot of 
Chicago realty, but we can find lit- 
tle ‘property in his name. 

“His sources of income are 
known to us. But where 
has he hidden it? Our men get so 
far, then they find themselves in 
blind alleys. Just an example 
we discovered $100,000 in cash 
which his brother, Ralph, had se- 
ereted in a safety-deposit box. Pin 
money. We get leads that look 
good, but don’t materialize. 

“A theory which we have been 
investigating for.more than a year 
is that the bulk of his wealth is 
handled by a bank which he con- 
trols through dummy stockholders. 
Our information is that this bank 
is used as a depositary by several 
bootleggers and racketeers. If we 
can uncover it there will be some 
startling disclosures.” 

The official ended his talk with 
a grudging tribute. He said Capone 
had exceptional business ability and 
would have gone far in any legiti- 
mate line. Then he uncorked this: 

“If he had only been honest, 
what a hero he would have made 
for a Horatio Alger tale!’’ 

Heh, heh!
